critique awards. Student associa- 
tion officers greeted the delegates 
at the Safurday luncheon in the 


cafeteria. 

| Following the critique of the 
college newspapers and yearbooks, 
The Hornet was commended for 
superior news coverage and excel!- 
ent advertising, The Statesman 


Special attention was also called to carelessness in areas 
in which smoking is permitted, in that lighted cigarets and 
ashes from pipes are stomped out on the floors or left burn- 
ing on the ledges, desks or other surfaces. Worst point of the 
problem is said to be Douglass hall where smoking reaches 
its peak at the break between evening classes. An additional 
job of maintenance has been created by the practice, says 
the administration, and furniture and floors show evidence 
of damage. 

The smoking problem was first considered before the 
American river site was occupied and at that time both fac- 
ulty and Student Council agreed to a “positive approach.” 
The main theme of the adopted policy was that smoking 
would be permitted where recepticles were located. This 
definition took into consideration the cafeteria, Browsing 
room of the library, faculty offices, Student Lounge, as well 
as outdoors on campus. 

Rut now the policy is being constantly broken by both 
students and faculty. The situation is complicated by a noted 
lack of outdoor facilities for smoking during rainy or cold 
weather. 

One thing is certain: if the administration wishes to_ 
stamp out the smoking problem, the new attempt comes 4 
little late. Some night students have been described as among 
the worst violators of all campus regulations—parking, driv- 
ing and smoking. It is doubted if written pleas will change 
the night situation unless these students are made to under- 
stand the problem their smoking creates. 

But there is another way to beat the problem. There is_ 
an old saying if you can’t beat an enemy, join him. In this 
case it might prove the best course to provide adequate con- 
tainers in the Douglass hall corridors. Ventilation is adequate 
since the area is enclosed on one side by a “wall of windows.” 
Naturally, any action of this kind is in disagreement with 
accepted written policy—-but it is in closer accord with what 
is practiced. Any ruling which does not have the backing of 
the majority, will be difficult—if not impossible—to enforce. 





Tax Burden Decrease Seen 


-arents of college students, long-time sufferers of the: 
plight of losing income tax deductions because their off- 
spring make a nickle more than $600, are possibly in for 
some good news. 

In Washington the house ways and means committee has 
taken the first step to correct some palpable inequities. Since 
current law defines deductables as those who do not ‘earn 
$600 in one year, man’ parents are believed to be bearing 
a disproportionate share of the tax load. The committee voted 
to change that by giving a dependency allowance for children 
under 19 regardless of how much they earn and the same for 
older children who aye attending college. The only hitch is 
that the taxpayer must contribute more than one-half of the 
student's support. 

A college student is an expensive article to have around 
the house. This cost is multiplied if the student attends col- 
lege away from home. Moreover, the lawmakers have put 
their fingers on the factor which produces the loudest yelps: 
not only is the allowance inadequate, but the present law 
penalized ambition in that it hurts the family of the young- 
ster who has enough gumption to want to help pay his way. 


Tri-Class Dues Questioned 


The good judgment of the freshman-sophomore-junior 
class decision to charge a mandatory 50-cent fee for “class | 
membership” deserves study. Acting without proper notifi- 
cation of the purpose of the meeting, the members and offi- 
cers present passed the 50-cent fee. 

Favorable action was taken on the matter with only a 
small proportion of the classes involved present. And little | 
time was given those present for a careful evaluation. As a 
result oi the rash action, the legality of such legislation is 
being unofficially studied by the SSC sypreme court. Ille- 
gality is also possible under the State education code.

Has anybody ever heard of Middle Tennessee State? Located in 
Murfreesboro this small southern college holds a distinction over the 
State College representing the capital city of California. “ Despite a 
population of only 13,052 (1950 census) Murfreesboro and the state 
of Tennessee has provided the college with a gymnasium seating 
4800. This is approximately 2300 more seats than will be provided in 
Sacramento State's gymnasium now under construction, 

Many more similar situations can and will be cited. Sacramento 
State definitely needs a bigger arena in which to stage its indoor 
sports attractions. The college as all know has an enrollment of 
3001 and the proposed gym will seat but 2500, 

Now it comes out that the State legislature is considering a raise 
of all State college tuition fees from $13 to $25. The contemplated 
raise is a result of the increased costs caused by the continuously 
Jarge influx of students into the state. 

Most assuredly the costs of education rises as larger enrollments 
take place. But are needed college facilities expanded correspond- 
ingly? The answer, at least as far as Sacramento State athletic 
properties are concerned, is a positive “no.” The strange and irri- 
tating circumstance is, without a nail being driven, the building, 
under discussion is known to be inadequate. 

Granted SSC is not in business to provide entertainment for the 
community, but when its students cannot assemble in total to see an 
event, things are in a discouraging condition.
